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Board of Trade Meeting 
New stock Yards 


In compliance with the invita- 
tions extended by the Gleichen and 
District Board of Trade at its Feb- 
ruary meeting, there was a goodly 
number of farmers and ranchers 
present Tuesday evening, in fact: 
the meeting was the best attended 
held during the past two years. 

H.C.McMullen, Gen’! Live Stock 
Agent of the C.P.R. was also pres- 
ent by invitation and in a concise 
talk stated his company was pre- 
pared to move and enlarge the Glei- 
chen stock yard. Producing a map 
he showed that the new short line 
from Gleichen to Shepard, started a 
short distance west of the present 
switches and pointed out that be- 
tween there and the road allowance 
west of town there would be about 
three acres of land between the two 
roads, which he thought would be 
an ideal place for the new stock 
yards. He wasagreable to supply- 
ing water but said his company was 
not favorable to supplying weigh- 
scales, as it was not convenient to 
keep a man to attend the scales. 
However the stockmen could profit- 
ably arrange to putin the scales and 
appoint some responsible man_ to 
attend to the business. Mr. Me- 
Mullen thought the Board of Trade 
should petition the Minister of In- 
terior at Ottawa to grant a right of 
way on the Indian reserve to reach 
the proposed stoskyards from the 
south and suggested that the Board 
takeup the matter with Mr. Bu- 
chanan, M.P. for this constituency. 

Before Mr. McMullen retired a 
motion was pasred and President 
Cameron conveyed to that, gentle- 
mana vote of thanks from the 
Board, which he accepted ina brief 
reply and furtber stated that if at 
any time he could be of service to 
the stockmen or the Board he would 
be most pleased to render his ser- 
vices, Mr. McMullen left amidst 
hearty hand-clapping. 

On motion it was resolved to ask 
Mr Buchanan, M. P., to obtain a 
right of way on the reserve to the 
proposed site of the new stock cor- 
rals and a copy of the resolution to 
be sent to Mr. R.B.Bennet, M.P. + 

The question of a customs office 
again being taken up it was decided 
to ask that all petitions be brought 
in by next meeting and it was the 
opinion that the secretary ask all 
those who had complaints to place 
them in writing for publication in 
the CaLL. 

The difficulty of obtaining a good 
view of the town for publication in 
the CaLt’s special number aroused 
some discussion and resulted in the 
appointing of Messrs, Spurr and 
Beach asa committee to arrange 
with Photographer Marshall for 
photos, 

The subject of obtaining the ser- 
vices of an expert real estate man to 
take up the sale and set forth the 
advantagesof Gleichen town and 
district real estate being discussed, 
Messrs. Beach and Spurr were ap- 
pointed to interview Calgary men 
and arrange for the best man they 
could obtain to come to Gleichen to 


consult with the Board.

Police Court Interesting 


Monday an! Tuesday there was a 
very interesting case tried at the R. 
N.W.M.P. barracks, Justices F. C, 
Vigar and J.E. Ostrander presiding. 
Mr. B.S. Corey was the prosecu- 
ting attorney and Mr. Robt. Ure 
of Calgary taking the defense. 

The charge was horse“ stealing 
against two young men well-known 
in Gleichen and district, Wm, Boyce 
and Gordon Walker, who were ulti- 
mately committed for trial. 

From the evidenceit 19 gleaned 
that Boyce and Walker entered Otto 
Kerstein’s pasture and took out two 
unbranded colts, and Walker drove 
them to Gleichen, where they were 
keptin astable on the McEwan sub- 
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brand and looked after until spring. 

The colts were eventually driven 
out to the J.C. ranch by Boyce 
and Mr. John Clark, jr., was given 
to understand from Boyce and his 
hired man he wanted them to run 
with his horses. Kerstein missing 
the the colts complained to Corporal 
Irvine, who finally located them at 
the J.C. Ranch and had Kirstein 
go and identify them, after which 
the corporal Jaid information and 
arrested Boyce. Walker hearing 
he was wanted came to town and 
sought Constable Roberts who took 
him in charge. On the wholeit seems 
Boyce and Walker came to the 
conclusion the colts were strays 
and thatthey might rustle them, 
but they were mistaken and made 
a very serious mistake in selling 
and branding them. Much sym- 
pathy is expressed with the two 
young men but as there has been 
so many horses and colts missing 
of late it is feared they will suffer 


for their rash acts.

- Town Council 


The Town Council meeting Fri- 
day evening proved quite interest- 
ing, with Mayor Bray in the chair 
and Councillors Leggat, McKay, 
Larkin, Gaudaur and Yates pres- 
ent.

Gaudaur and Leggat mov- 
ed that Bylaw No. 45, providing 
a temporary loan, be pased, 

The Public Works Cemmittee 
were asked to provide an estimate 
of the expenditures for 1913 at the 
next meeting.

A Pcet at Home 
To many who have never read and 
who probably never will read, a line 
of his writings, the features of the 
poet and critic, Wilton 


portraits that have appeared of him 
in the various journals and periodicals 
of the day. ‘These as 


less than justice, for they show a 
form and features essentially com- 
monplace—a round little man with a 


tubby face, he has been described by 
the reporter of a halfpenny paper— 
and a look at his photograph, and, in 
fact even a casual glance at himself 
might make the description seem as 
apt as it is certainly unflattering, But 
to know him better, to meet him and 
enjoy a talk with him, always seemed 
somehow to change entirely one’s 


whole conception of the man’s appear-| 


ance, For when he talked, the slow 
movements of the round little body 
would grow dignified and even grace- 
ful from their sheer intensity of feel- 
ing; the tubby face would change and 
grow vivid and eager; and the eyes 
of so curiously dark a hue that they 
often seemed quite black, would glow 
and sparkle till the visitor could under- 
giand something of the influence that 
this man exercised in English liter- 
ature—an influence which the scanty 
bulk of his work, and the still scantier 
number of his readers, hardly seemed 
to justify. 

There are two men in Wilton Mayne 
the well-known editor of the Weekly 
Review had once said. There's the 
ordinary, average, every-day man a 
there is the poet, the man of genius, 
who only seems to come to the top 
when something happens to stir him 
up. 

Some people would have added that 
there was a third personality under 
Wilton Mayne’s skin—that of the 
prompt, comfortable, shrewd man of 
business; and these might have cer- 
tainly urged that he looked that part 


to perfection as he sat this morning} 


in his pleasant rooms in George Street, 
Piccadilly, busy with his morning's 
correspondence. 

Differing from other men of letters 
in many ways, Wilton Mayne differed 
perhaps most of all in the fact that 
nobody could well have had less van- 
ity. Yet he certainly could not help 
being both pleased and gratified by 
the reception accorded to his recent 
book of verse, which had not only been 
very well reviewed but had actually 
achieved a certain sale. Better than 
that to Wilton Mayne'’s mind was the 
fact that to a great extent it had been 
understood, and that it was being dis- 
cussed with seriousness and compre- 
hension. Almost every) morning 
there was some letter from some un- 
known correspondent to prove that the 


message of the book had not been, 
lost.
